Munch some three years agoand financed 
the purchase of new equipment, machine 
tools, advertising and world sales pro- 
motion, which also included moving into 
a new factory. Production of the Mam- 
moth has been running at about eight to 
ten units a month, The firm will expand 
production of the Mammoth 4, designed 
and engineered by Mr, Munch, Mr, Munch 
will also do development work on: his 
racing engines, the dual OHC twin, in- 
asmuch as he is intensively interested 
in competition activities. 

Back in Los Angeles, Clymer com- 
mented, “A rather surprise offer was 
recently made to me when I was last in 
Frankfurt. I considered the offer too 
good to refuse, My relationship with 
Friedel Munch and his manager, Jacques 
Marquart, was a pleasantone, Iam happy 
with the contribution that I was able to 
make through past financing of his pro- 
ject.

Larry Bird led the 125cc flights, followed closely by three Buls, and it was here 
that Gary Bailey's Penton blew while he was leading, scattering the new 4-petal reed 
manifold recently installed by tuner Tom Turner, 

While the TT was echoing through the Carlsbad canyons, the lightweight Produc- 
tion Road Race got under way. About 35 under 200cc stockers were set to go the 
198.9 mile distance, with two riders apiece sharing the pilot’s seat, 

This San Diego AFM-sanctioned pavement chase was every bit as exciting as the 
best grands prix road races we have seen, It was a true test of machine endurance,

the pace had dropped out, but the 200cc Suzuki entered by Ocelot Engineering, a 
well-known San Bernardino dealer, was still going strong, Geoff Mazon at the con- 
trols. He won the 1st overall share of the $1,000 prize money along with 21-year- 
old Dave Damron, proprietor of Ocelot. 

Also perking along strongly were the 100cc Yamaha of Pat Evans and Don Vesco 
and Rudy Galindo’s 125. They won their classes. The race had begun at 12 Noon and 
finished a couple of ticks before 3 p.m. for a dazzling average speed of 73,21 mph. 
Only four of the original starters failed to finish, which speaks very well of the 
quality of today's stock lighweight motorcycles. 

As soon as the road race winners were flagged in, the Elimination Hillclimb event 
began, honcho’d by the California Moto-Sport Club, Lacking a suitable hill, the con- 
test was merely an uphill dirt drag race with a jog in it, But the winners may be 
justly proud of their trophies, for it was the same course for all and tiny J. Solis got 
his first 1st place trophy by winning the minibike class on a Honda, 

Now the crowd was growing restless, waiting for Evel Knievel to do his thing. 
Wheelie contest exhibitions entertained the gallery with Nicholson, Wilson and Evans 
of the Southern California Trials Assn, doing things on one wheel that most of us 
can’t even do on two. Little Greg Lertz tilted his Powell minicycle up on the back 
donut like he could have gone on forever. And George Beaudin did his thrilling 
“Ladder Ride” and several other stunts.

Sunday dawned cloudy and warm as 
overnight campers, hundreds of them, 
awoke to the circus sound of calliope 
music piped over the Carlsbad P.A. 
system, It was soon punctuated by” the 
staccato music of motorcycles warming 
up and the 133-acre park began to fill 
up with bikes, vans, campers, cars and 
people. 

The CMC final motocross of the Golden 
State “Trip to England’’ series led off 
the day, with the SCTA trials going on 
simultaneously all around the park. 
Shortly, the 300 mile open class AFM 
Production Road Race exploded off the 
mark and there were motorcycles racing 
all over the place (including, unfortunate- 
ly, the pits, the parking lot and the infield 
of the road course), Everyone was a 
participant. There were few spectators 
who were not drawn into the action. 

As soon as the road race finished, 
Evel Knievel moved his ramps apart 
and executed a beautiful jump, (see story 
in this issue). The Sidehack Association, 
after patiently waiting all day, through 
several delays, finally got a chance to 
put on a short exhibition, but the course 
was clogged with wandering people, mo- 
torcycles and cars. They wisely cut the 
demonstration short, to the disappoint- 
ment of the 3-wheel fans, 

By 6 p.m, Carlsbad Raceway was vir- 
tually empty, The Midway was taken down 
and stored until next time. It was great 
fun, And even the homegoing traffic was 
light, to cap off a perfect Cycle Circus 
Weekend. 
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CARLSBAD, CAL., June 14th and 15th, 
1969 — Showman supreme, Evel Knievel 
stretched the distance of his daring 
jumps each time as he flew over parked 
trucks Saturday night and Sunday after- 
noon at Carlsbad Raceway. 

People pushed and shoved to get as 
close as they could, The announcer re- 
peatedly pleaded, *«Get back behind the 
double yellow line." Motorcycles and the 
ambulance, siren wailing, drove up and 
down the line, forcing the eager fans 
back. It was a hopeless task, The line 
gave like a marshmallow, and as soonas 
the vehicles passed, the crowd sprang 
back, Evel was doing 100 mph wheelies 
right in their laps but thousands showed 
religious faith in his riding ability. 

Evel arrived in style, in a dusty Rolls 
Royce. The daredevil’s grand-parents 
came with him and were in theaudience, 
He still limps from the Caesar's Palace 
accident and had his familiar gold-hand- 
led cane to help him get around. 

He made his usual warm up runs and 
some wheelies on his big American 
Eagle; then a few runs to test the tacho- 
meter and speedometer, checked to see 
if the camera crews filming a segment 
of his forthcoming movie, ‘Color Me 
Lucky’? were ready, and announced cas- 
ually, “I’m ready if they are." 

Then it was a short run to the ramp, 
up, and over. He did it three times Sat- 
urday night, and once Sunday. A camera 
man from the movie crew lay inches 
from Evel’s impact point to get an un-

enm — Evel, as usual, made the jumps look 
Knievel surrounded by admirers after his Sunday jump. supremely easy and was beseiged by 
congratulatory fans. He shook a lot of 
hands and graciously thanked his well- 
wishers.

America’s Ironman of motocross, 
Gary Bailey, made a clean sweep of the 
California Moto-Sport Club’s Golden 
State Series at the Motorcycle Circus. 
Bailey’s perfect 36 point score earned 
him a trip to England and a chance to 
compete with Europe’s top riders in 
their own back yard. 

Tall, thin Bailey went into the sixth 
and final event of the series with a one 
point lead over Junior rider Paul Harber 
from Las Vegas. A second for Gary and 
a first for Paul would have tied the series 
up again so for Gary it was do or die, 

Bailey was riding two classes, and 
when the flag dropped in the first leg of 
the 250cc senior event, he had to come 
from behind to take over the lead from 
Montesa mounted Tim Hart. Hart seta 
fast pace, but once in front, it appeared 
that it would be Bailey all the way. Then 
Gary pulled one of those super booboos. 
Ran out of gas on the last lap! Husky 
mounted Bill Silverthorn, who had work- 
ed his way up from the back of the pack 
zapped by and took the win. What a way 
to start the day for Bailey! 

Bailey then brought his Nick Nichol- 
son-sponsored Greeves Griffon infirstin 
the first 500cc senior moto, but in the 
second chase, Jim Wilson slipped past 
him to take the lead on another Nichol- 
son-sponsored Greeves, Gary just fol- 
lowed Jim around apparently content to 
be second, Bailey’s brain becomes a 
motocross point computer when he races 

` and he knew very well that Jim had only 
finished fourth in the first moto, This 
meant that he could finish second behind 
him in the last two legs and still win 
the class, 

Bill Silverthorn went on to win the 
250cc senior class with Bailey second 
and Tim Hart finishing third. His second 
place finish would tie him with Harber if 
the Las Vegas teenager won his class. 
A second in the last moto of the big bike 
class would give him the win and the 
much needed six points to make him the 
Golden State Series champ, 

When Stu Peters’ green starting flag 
streaked through the cool Carlsbad 
breeze it was the Compton Comet, Gary 
Bailey, out in front and moving on. Wil- 
son was closer than Bailey's own shadow 
every lap, and when Gary wheelied past 
the checkered flag he was still snapping 
at his heels,

AFM Three-Hundred Miler 2

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CARLSBAD, CAL., June 15, 1969— Mike 
Lane was declared tenative winner of the 


AFM 300-miler at Carlsbad Raceway, 
Sunday June 15th. Lane rode a 500cc 
Suzuki to victory after most of the three- 
cylinder entries fell out with mechanical 
problems. Results of the race were held 
up by protests and will not be available 
for several days, 

Jack Simmons pushed his Norton into 
an early lead and let everyone chase him 
until he skidded out at the hairpin with 
a locked tranny and was unable to con- 
tinue. The team of Bill Manley and Dave 
Smith took over the lead at this pointand 
began piling up an advantage that was to 
last until their brakes failed. Lane led 
for about the last thirty laps on his 
Crawford Chevrolet sponsored Suzuki, 

Lane held an average speed of 79 mph 
for the 3 hour and 46 minute race, 

Tom Steele lost control of his Kawasaki 
Three blasting up the hill out of the pit 
area and went off the road into some deep 
ruts. He escaped the spectacular 100 mph 
accident with a concussion, Riders and 
track officials alike were at fault for a 
near tragedy that resulted from Steele’s 
mishap, One rider passed two others 
who had slowed when they saw the am- 
bulance on the track, these two sped up 
again to avoid losing more ground and 
then nearly everybody sped up, passing 
the ambulance at better than 100 mph. 
The emergency vehicle took off down the 
track, out of sight of the bikes coming 
through the pit turn and the inevitable 
happened, An unidentified rider came up 
over a hill to see the ambulance on the 
track at one-fourth his speed and tried 
in vain to avoid it, He sideswiped it, was 
thrown off his machine, and over the hood 
of the ambulance, ripping chrome and the 
side-mirror off the speeding vehicle, He 
fell in front of the ambulance which nar- 
rowly missed running over him, The at- 
tendants jumped out and found the rider 
miraculously unhurt and able to continue, 
Track control was sadly lacking, Spec- 
tators were constantly crossing the track 
at every imaginable location with flagmen 
just looking on, Restrooms anda conces- 
Sion stand are located in the center of 
the high-speed track and somebody needs 
to build a bridge so they are easily 
accessible, 

New road-racer Bob Bender looked 
very smooth as he and his partner Steve 
McLauglin brought the first three cylin- 
der machine across the finish line, Their 
Triumph Trident was the unofficial open 
class winner. Dave Damron and Geoff 
Mazon won the 350 class on a Suzuki, 
We hope to have official results next 
week,

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Bikes Fail To 
Win Baja 500 





How to keep from getting lost below the border!

ENSENADA, BAJA CALIFORNIA, June 
13 - Instead of making up most of the top 
finishers, as they were expected to, there 
were only two bikes that placed in the top 
ten over-all, They were eighth and tenth 
— the Ducati of Doug Douglas and Jim 
McClerk and the Husqvarna of Steve 
Holladay and Whitey Martino, 

The bikes were beaten by everything 
but a production two-wheel drive car, 
First over-all and in its class was the 
Oldsmobile powered, experimental, 
four-wheel drive Baja Boot driven by 
Bud Ekns and Tony Murphy. Second 
over-all and first in its class was the 
experimental VW buggy of Drino Miller 
and Vic Wilson, Other cars to beat the 
bikes, on corrected time, included a 
stock VW dune buggy and a Jeepster. 

The Baja 500 started with the first 
bike leaving at 12:01 p.m., Wednesday 
followed by the rest of the contestants 
at one minute intervals, It was officially 
over at 9:17 p.m,, Thursday, 30 hours 
after the last entrant left the starting 
line, The car types were jubilant at this 
point, The riders were eating crowafter 
having predicted 12 to 13 hours to finish 
and then having to take 16 and one half, 

Why did the bikes do so badly? Most 
of the riders were top-notch desert or 
motocross competitors, Apparently the 
right brands of bikes were used, So what 
happened? Everything, that’s what! 

There are a few categories into which 
most of the problems can be grouped, 
These are 1) the bikes, 2) the rider, 3) 
Lady Luck, and 4) pit support. 

The motorcycles themselves caused 
many problems, In some cases, they 
were simply poor choices, The Kawasaki 
Three is an example of this. Its chances 
were slim of finishing even with Steve 
Hurd and Dub Smith aboard, However, it 
put on a great show as it screamed down 
the roads and fishtailed through the dirt, 
It succeeded in tearing the knobs right 
off of two trials universals between 
Ensenada and Bahia San Luis Gonzaga, 
check point four where the rider changes 
were made, 

In other cases, the bikes were either 
not prepared for. the beating they would 
have to take or the preparation that was 
done was so bad that it would have been 
better to have left everything alone. 
Some lights were put on as an after 
thought and didn’t function well if at all. 
Tool boxes were hung from aluminum 
fenders and ended up falling off and lock- 
ing up rear wheels, Inadequate spares 
were provided, and some bikes were 
never tested after they had been set up, 

I have to say one thing for the riders 
and drivers — they never gave up, When 
they had trouble, they would either fix it 
on the spot or work out some sort of 
temporary cure, sometimes again and 
again, until they could reach help or there 
was just no saving it. J.N. Roberts is 
but one example. He had so many flats 
that he ran out of patches and spare 
tubes. To keep the front tire on its badly 
damaged rim, he got a bed spread from 
somewhere, stuffed it into the tire, and 
made it all the way to the finish, He didn't 
qualify but he made it. 

Bad luck struck some of the riders, 
Bob Ferro had the big end bearing melt 
before he got off the pavement; and this 
kept Mary McGee from showing what she 
could have done on the second half, Steve 
Kirk's Montesa caught fire just outside 
of El Rosario and brought his attempt to 
2 halt, Bill Ydiando hit a cow while hold-

ing a two and a half hour lead,over the 
eventual winner. The list goes on, 

And now to my fourth point, the sup- 
port of the riders during the races, This 
is where the bike riders were hit the 
hardest, It cost more than one rider the 
race, It should not have been a problem; 
bikes have had more experience at this 
than anyone else, A perfect example is 
the distributor who entered four bikes, 
One was lost to lady luck (?), two were 
forced to wait at check point three for 
daylight since their lights didn’t work, 
and the fourth was in a weakened condi- 
tion when it limped into the rider change 
at check four, The lighting problems 
probably could have been cured if there 
had been some support personnel where 
they were needed. 

It sounds expensive to have this kind 
of support but it can be if handled like 
some of the big teams do, Mary McGee 
and Bob Ferro's team got together with 
three of the car teams and a vacationing 
friend or two and were able to cover 
every check, They also asked the dis- 
tributor I mentioned above if he wanted 
to be part of this cooperative effort — 
he just laughed. 

However, it may have been a good 
thing that the bikes were so soundly 
trounced. Perhaps when the 1,000 miles 
from Ensenada to La Paz rolls around 
in November a little more preparation 
will be in evidence and a little less 
cockiness, The big bikes are officially 
only running in their class, and that’s 
where the money is. So, nothing was lost 
but some pride,

slowed considerably through Carlsbad 
and was bumper-to-bumper all the way 
through Oceanside.

65 m.p.h. average really started to drop. 
60, 55, down to 50 m.p.h. We tried to 
make up for it on the downhills and Pd 
shut off the engine to save gas.

GARDENA, CAL., June 13— Whenfirst 
year Expert Dave Smith showed up at 
Ascot Friday night, he didn't even have 
a ride, ‘‘But I’ll have one by racetime,”’ 
he confidently told a friend, And his con- 
fidence paid off to the tune of a wire-to- 
wire victory in the Main Event, an as- 
tonishing performance considering it 
was Smith’s second time on the half- 
mile as an Expert! 

The machine he operated soflawlessly 
was the 750cc Norton, tuned by Harold 
Allison and sponsored by Crawford Chev- 
rolet in Ventura, that Jim Odom rode to 
victory last week, When Odom didn’t 
show up, Allison offered the ride to 
Smith, and two happier people would 
have been hard to find after the 15- 
lapper. 

Two other first-year Experts also 
gave the veterans a hard way to go. 
Runnerup in the Main was 40-inch Tri- 
umph-mounted Alex Chrzanowski, also 
chalking up his best-ever showing, while 
fast qualifier Geezer Emich (500cc BSA) 
turned back Sammy Tanner (Royal En- 
field, Tom Rockwood (650cc Triumph) 
and Amateur point leader Terry Donaher 
(Velocette) to take his first Trophy Dash 
win, Geezer became the 7th rider in 11 
weeks to grab the glory race; Smith was 
the 7th Main Event winner. 

The Expert point lead fight between 
Shorty Seabourne and Sammy Tanner 
found Sam ahead after the Dash, but 
Shorty’s 3rd place finish in the final 
gave him the advantage 770-709. Sam 
ran 8th for the entire distance. 

Lots of passing and close maneuver- 
ing took place behind Smith, He and 
Chrzanowski had earlier won their heat 
races, and Alex had to fight off the 
threats of Ron Kruseman (Triumph), 
Emick, Seabourne and Lloyd Houchins 


(BSA) while figuring out a way to get by 
Harley-mounted Mel Lacher. On the 7th 
lap Alex relegated last year’s high point 
rider to 3rd place, but by this time Smith 
had stretched out nearly a half-a- 
straightaway lead over the field. 


Seabourne came through from 7th, 
passing on the pole, and pushed his way 
to the show spot ahead of Houchins, 
Kruseman, Lacher, Emick, Tanner and 
Carl Patrick (Triumph). Semi winner 
Paul Conserriere (H-D) dropped out 
with 6 laps to go. Emick was handicapped 
by a loose throttle grip, and certainly 
did well considering the circumstances, 

But it was Smith’s night, On a rough 
track that caused many an experienced 
rider to bobble, Dave didn’t bobble once, 
He handled the Norton powerhouse like 
an old friend, and rode like a seasoned 
veteran.

PROFILES

One of theoldestchartered motorcycle 
clubs in the United States celebrates its 
fifty-sixth birthday this year. In opera- 
tion since 1913 when motorcycles were 
just new things, perhaps no more than 
ten or twelve years in their infancy, the 
question might be asked today: How well 
has the club survived? And where is it 
going? 

** We're going just where we'vealways 
been going," says Bill Lohrke, hard- 
working secretary of the half-century- 
plus Eugene Motorcycle Club, ‘‘towards 
more good, clean, safe-driving, non- 
accident records.” (They’ve already won 
several national awards.) The awards 
are offered yearly by the AMA (American 
Motorcycle Association) to which the 
club is affiliated for the “betterment of 
motor cycling." 'To belong to the char- 
ter club you must also be a national 
member. 

Bill admits the picture of motorcycle 
clubs has been tarnished by a few hell- 
bent people, but adds, ‘‘Does one bad 
apple make the whole barrel rotten?’’ 
It is to this end — correcting the public 
image of speed and destruction, letting 
the concerned citizenry know what the 
club is really like — that Bill and others 
like him are dedicated, This— plus fight- 
ing the state legislature into repealing 
what they feel are some pretty unfair 
laws aimed at restricting the rights 
of motorcyclists. 

As to the membership themselves: The 
club has a credo before accepting new 
people. People, says the secretary, of 
any status, any walk of life — merchants, 
truckdrivers, ditchdiggers, lawyers, age 
or differences do not matter, to them the 
only question asked is: ‘‘Let your inten- 
tions be known, And a 90-day probation- 
ary period is provided to prove those 
intentions are for the good of the club, for 
adhering to its high standards. There is 
nothing complicated about these stand- 
ards, they have to do with human be- 
havior; sincerity, an honestadmission to 
the love and clean sport of cycling — 
observing the rules of caution and good 
conduct. They are welcome then to par- 
ticipate in the many activities the club 
offers — and they are legend. For in- 
stance; On this summer's agenda willbe 
such things as an overnight campout at 
the Mt. Loop Tour, Castle Rock in July 
for the Castle Rock National Motorcycle 
Events; group participation in local 
events such as an opening at the fair- 
grounds or parade (last July they par- 
ticipated in the annual Emerald Empire 
Roundup) or just plain riding on a 
balmy weekend afternoon, 

Does this Rule of Intention necessarily 
limit membership enrollment? 

**No, I don't think so?" says Bill, a 
tall, rugged looking individual in his mid- 
forties who, during his eleven „vear 
membership, has served in every office 
capacity but treasurer. ‘Most enthusi- 
asts who come here know it's a good way 
to have fun at little cost, It's a good way

of getting together, and most are solid 
responsible citizens." There is some- 
thing though, he admits, about a small 
club with, say, 16 to 30 members that has 
a closeness, a proximity you often miss 
in the larger. 

Club headquarters is in the Harley- 
Davidson shop owned by two original 
charter members and dedicated people 
themselves — Orbre and Lyda Purcell, 
Orbre, called ‘‘Wob’’ by his friends, has 
been in the motorcycle business for 
forty-three years, He is also a benignly 
humorous fellow considered, in these 
past years since he’s limited his club 
activities, as a kind of ‘‘Pappa’’ to the 
outfit, Everyone comes to Wob to ask 
about parts, to talk, tell their problems 
and triumphs; as in the case of 24-year 
old David Sheffel. A professional of the 
short dirt track, David, a machinist by 
trade, has made it on his own, Self- 
sponsored, he built up his equipment for 
the past two years to a point where, this

summer, he plans to travel in a van he 
bought, following competition all around 
the country. A good deal, encourages 
Wob, booming: ‘‘But keep yourself in 
good physical shape, huh? Like any 
athlete in top sports who thinks it’s 
important — maybe it’s even more so in 
cycling.’’ Wob also hosts many of the 
club’s cookouts and picnics, is anexpert 
on broiling steaks, His wife Lyda helps. 
She is also treasurer of the club. 

Jean Lohrke, Bill’s wife, is more 
enthusiastic than most, since this is only 
her second year of riding (having already 
won her 25,000 mile pin, she is now 
working on her 50,000 one.) She is the 
exuberant member who loves to figure 
out costs and expenses, Just a natural 
PR agent for the club, she can tell you 
how little it costs to the cyclist out for 
fun and scenery; as in the Lohrke cycling 


trip last year: “If you use only basics," „ 


she relates happily (meaning camping 
out nights, just buying gas, oil, food), 
*as we did, you can get by 13 days for 
$25.00. Now in what other kind of travel 


— except a bicycle perhaps which'd take. 


you months — can you beat that?" 

Just one big happy family? Not quite, 
The club — like many others throughout 
the state — still has a gripe with the 
legislature, Here is what happened: T'wo 
years ago, in September 1967, a state 
law was passed (‘‘right under our noses,’’ 
is the general consensus of those in- 
volved) making it mandatory for riders 
to keep their lights on at all times, In 
January 1968 another law was passed — 
much the same way, according to the 
indignants — that said you have to wear 
helmets; violators were subject to a 
court hearing and a fifteen dollar fine. 
Oregon motorcyclists were outraged. 
And they have been working ever since 
to have these laws set aside on the 
grounds that this is in violation of their 
rights to freedom of choice, Also, these 
laws were put into effect arbitrarily, 
passed without ‘‘courtesy.’’ That is to 
say, without notification to the cyclists 
of what was happening or why the laws 
were necessary in the first place, Many 
of the club members hint darkly at some 
kind of hanky-panky. 

But Jean Lohrke was one of thefirstto 
take action. Noticing the reaction of 
motorists who, not knowing about the 
lights-on law, would call attention to the 
cyclist, time after time, with a: * Hey, 
buddy, your lights are on!" or, on the 
other hand not even notice, Jean wrote a 
letter to the editor of a localnewspaper, 
explaining this, 

The response was overwhelming; other 
riders added their protests — bitter pro- 
tests that told how ‘‘having to have our 
lights on at all times sureplays hell with 
the generators and batteries’’ — that the 
paper editorialized by way of answer, 
Saying lights and helmets were for their, 
the riders, own protection. Andin case of 
accidents where would these riders be? 
— on welfare or county relief? Immedi- 
ately came a howl of injustice from the 
clubs. What, asked Bill Ohrke, about 
laws being passed making seat belts or 
life jackets mandatory? Or was the 
motorist and boat owner a better or dif- 
ferent breed of people? (The emphasis on 





cyclists being in the welfare category 
stung.) Petitions were circulated, bring- 
ing the issue to the attention of the state 
legislature. In March, 1969 the senate 
voted to repeal the law, twenty-to-nine, 
It now is roosted in the House of Repre- 
sentatives who, cyclists say bitterly, 
are just ''sitting on it" waiting for the 
session to end, without having to act 
upon it, 

What does allthis mean? To the motor- 
cycle clubs throughout Oregon — and . 
perhaps other states where such laws 
exist, it simply means: The light-helmet 
law foisted upon them, robs them of their 
rights to make their own decisions, as 
guaranteed in the Constitution, “Left to 
himself,” Bill Lohrke says, ‘‘the aver- 
age rider is a sensible fellow. He’d go 
to whatever lengths necessary toprotect 
himself and others. He just doesn’t want 
to be told what to do, And even more to 
the point is: Why are motorcycles the 
only vehicles with this kind of law? It 
could start the cry of discrimination!’

FANCY ADHESIVE TO HOLD YOUR 
BOLTS!

Epoxy adhesives have been called into 
play in the battle to keep things together. 
Standard Pressed Steel of Southfield, 
Mich., and National Screw and Mfg. Co., 
of Cleveland have developed a technique 
of applying an epoxy compound to the 
threads of a bolt, The epoxy dries to the 
touch and contains microcapsules of two 
active ingredients, When the bolt is 
tightened, some of the capsules break and 
release the two ingredients, permitting 
the epoxy to go to work. Only the top 
layer of capsules breaks and the bolts 
are said to be reusable several times. 
A 3M Co. adhesive called Scotch-Grip 
is used, 


YANK HACK 
CHALLENGES 
CANADIANS

Hugo Wolters and Henry Baumgartel from 
Hagerstown, Md. are the only American 
sidecar team currently competing in Canadian 
Road Race events. 

They have been riding for three seasons and 
have a remarkably consistent finishing record 
having completed at least 90% of the races 
entered, their best position being 2nd place at 
the 1968 Canadian G.P. at Mosport. 

The present machine, while basically a 
B.M.W., has been extensively modified by 
Hugo and does not at all resemble the original 
which was brought over from Germany in 
March ‘67.

During the winter of ‘67 a lot of midnight 
oil was burned. First the complete machine 
was stripped, the frame lowered and 
te-designed to the kneeler position, fuel tank 
placed in the bottom of the chair and a new 
power plant installed. This was a 650cc 
B.M.W. twin cylinder engine modified with 
special cams designed by Hugo. Twin ignition 
was fitted to each cylinder with the inlet 
valves enlarged to 42mm, It breathes through 
a pair of 25mm Del-‘orto carburetors and has 
a 10:1 compression ratio, enabling the 9,000 
rpm limit to be used without any harm. 


HANDICAPPED 
The right-hand chair position (as used in 
Continental Sarees was retained, although 


this is a disadvantage on the clockwise circuits 
which have right-hand bends. But at the same 
time makes a more interesting spectacle as all 
the other competitors have left-hand chairs. 

The present machine has a 100% finish 
record, including Laconia and Indianapolis. 
For their outstanding performances the 
parent .B.M.W. firm in Munich presented 
Wolters and Baumgartel with a special plaque 
in 1968. 

This season another outfit has been 
prepared, with the sidecar on the left side, 
which shall make this team a force to be 
reckoned with and provide some good 
opposition for the Canadian champions, Lou 
Herrmann and John Davis.
